1652. by one Mr. Farly, 
who lived in Drury- Lans, at the upper end 
thereof; at the ſign of the Horſi-ſbas, but 
being terrified thereby, he immediarely af- 
ter went to Virginia, I have it as it was 
written by his own hand, who after he had 
ſeenthe Viſion eould not reſt, but went 
from place to place to ſeek an ipterpreter 
of it, untill by the providence of God at 
laſt he came to me, and after he told me 
the Viſion, and that I gave him to under- 
Rand what God did ſignifie to us by it, he 
wrote it, and left it to my diſpoſall, as by 
Gods providence I ſhould be perſwaded, 
directed, and permitted to publiſh it.
